The question . of right and wrong 


3ias ever been a perplexing question, 
:md will continue to be as long aw 
lime endures, and conscience offers 
but little aid in the solution. "The 
still small voice," which is the voice 
of God within us, is constantly saying 
to every created soul in every land, 
everywhere, "do right." But judg- 
ment tells us what the right is, and 
judgment is the product of education 
and environment.

a puritanical foundation. 


The founders had a. conscience, as 


well as a clonr 'and intelligent vision 
of the republic's possibilities. 
They

This nation has nothing to learn

and 
denounce as sinners all people 
who do not agree with their belief. 
They fail toji recognize the fact, that 
the individual conscience must settle 
for itself all questions of expediency 
as well as questions of right and 
.wrong. 
• -It -is -possible- for- a: man -to -be-so 
pure, in his own estimation, that he 
imagines that he has reached the pin- 
nacle of perfection, and yet 
be so 


weak that the neighbors, and his close 
associates, regard him with distrust.'. 
A loud profession and a consistent 
life rarely go together, and advertised 
honesty usually bears watching.

President Wilson had a wonderful 
reception in .Milwaukee last Monday. 
The Auditorium was packed . three- 
quarters of an hour ahead of time, by 
a non-partisan, patriotic audience of 
9,000 people, that 
responded 
with 
great enthusiasm to everything ;. the 
president said. : And people".enough 
filled the street to have' burst". two 
more such auditoriums. 
He was in- 
troduced by Gen. Frederick C. Wink- 
ler, one of the distinguished survivors 
of the civil war, whose-German • birth 
has in no way tarnished his love .of 
freedom or his devotion to the stars 
and stripes. In his brief but note- 
worthy introduction I have no doubt 
he voiced the sincere sentiments of a 
great majority of Wiscpn - people of 
German birth. and ancestry when he 
said:

"With all our varying views there 


is one fundamental point on which all 
our hundred million citizens are of 
one single heart—that Is the honor 
and integrity of oiir country. When 
either of these is assailed or threat- 
ened, all differences of opinion van- 
ish, and we stand together, an unde- 
vlatlng unit, by our flag. This is. in- 
dispensable. Without It neither arms 
nor ships can serve us." 
Nobly said, and the president's .ad- 
dress was equally elevated . and in- 
spiring, It was the first great dem- 
onstration of 
Wisconsin's 
patriotic 
fervor since the tornado of terror be- 
gan to sweep Europe and the world. 


Bares Sinister Side. 
But there was a sinister side to this 
picture. It was not in public view, 
but it was so impressive that I shall 
venture to lay it bare to Wisconsin 
people. 
Greater precautions 
were 
taken in Milwaukee for the personal 
safety of the presidential party than 
in any city they hail visited. 
This 
was not accidental. It was not the 
result of any imaginary dangers. It 
was because the secret service men 
of the government, who have 
been 
covering Milwaukee carefully for a 
year and a half knew that this city 
had been a hotbed of sedition_and dis- 
loyalty. They knew the nanfes 
and 
numbers, character and relations of 
the individuals who have given Mil- 
waukee 
this 
doubtful reputation. 
There was no guesswork about 
it. 
When the president's train arrived, 
the Northwestern railway station,'in- 
cluding the hotel, was swept clean of 
humanity and all the doors locked, 
and he entered his automobile be- 
tween lines of soldiers, nnd 
every 
moment he was in this city his move- 
ments were guarded by soldiers, po- 
lice and plain clothes men, in a man- 
ner )iitherto unknown in this city or 
state. 
l.t is not complimentary to 
Milwaukee, nor to Wisconsin, but it 
is true.

limitations of the Auditorium. At the

United States, There will be no pol- 
itics about it. any more than there 
was last Monday. There was no Leo 
Stern flavor about that day. There 
will be none when 
the 
votes 
are 


counted next November. 


Warns Germans to Speak. 


I am going to venture some earnest, 
sincere words to the people of Ger- 
man blood in Wisconsin, hundreds of

Illinois has a state 2 cent passenger 
fare law, as has Wisconsin. -The;inter- 
state rate is-2% cents, BO by paying a 
5 cent street car fare across the bridge 
ft St. Louis man who wants' to 'go-to 
Chicago can save about $1.4(> by. buyi 
ing his ticket on the east- side of the 
river. 
Similar conditions 'exist -at 
Marinette, La Crosse and other border- 
line cities in Wisconsin. 
It is esti- 
mated that 52,000 St. 
LouiB people 
availed themselves of this opportunity 
last year to .save-money at the - ex- 


pense of the railroads. But that is not 
the.real meat of the thing. Such con- 
flict between state and .interstate rates 
amounts, in -operation, to discrimina- 
tion in favor of the state into which 
travel is- moving. . Take two cities sit- 
uated like Davenport and Rock Island. 
It must work greatly to Rock Island's 
advantage, for east bound travel 
is 
generally heaviest. 
Such facts em- 
phasize the point made often before 
in these letters, that the result of at- 
tempting the 
impossible in 
railroad 
regulation is to introduce discrimina- 
tions between cities and states that 
would have caused a riot in the. days 
when -the railroads were themselves 
responsible. 
These 
discriminations 
are working toward the breakdown of 
regulation and to government owner- 
ship, .and I have no doubt designedly, 
on the part of some of the longer head- 
ed believers'in state socialism.

foci" which may be entirely account- 
able, for the general ailment.

subject, competent critics Inform us, 
we have not sufficiently 
> emphasized 
the 
importance 
of 
dentistry. 
We 
have dwelt upon, the eudameba and 
the-streptococcus as causes of pyor- 
rhoea—the former 
treated by hypo- 
dermic injections 
of emetine given 
by physician or dentist, the latter by 
scraping out 
the 
pus-pockets and 
preparing, a vaccine from the mate- 
rial, to to administered at intervals 
over a prolonged period-of weeks. But 
we have had nothing to say about the 
need of dentistry to remove oalcare 
pus 
deposits from the roots of the 
teeth—scaling, it is called. 
This is 
an essential part of the treatment, 
and -no patient should neglect it.
